There are to be days of 
w ailing in the w hole 
com m onw ealth 
of Ind iana part of 
the week afte r 
next, perhaps. 
T here 
m ay be d a y s s 
when nobody can 
get 
m arrie d —at 
least, when nobody can get a m arriage I 
license. 
It behooves persons desiring 
to be m arried d a ring th a t period to 
get th e ir license before the day th a t 
the law s of the recent G eneral Assem ­ 
bly go into effect, w hich is expected 
to be A pril 18th, Tuesday of the week 
after next. 
It happens through the effect of ¡an 
apparently innocent little section of 
the new m arriage law . 
T his section 
provides th a t form s of m arriage license 
applications m ust be prepared by the 
S tate ¡Board of H ealth aud sent to 
ill county clerks of the S tate, and 
afte r the law goes into effect licenses 
can be grauted only on these form s of 
application. 
The 
S tate 
B oard 
of 
H ealth cannot send out these form s 
until the law takes effect—even though 
it m ay decide in it» * ow n m ind on 
the form and have it printed ready 
for ratification afte r the law is effec­ 
tive—and the county 
clerks cannot 
have th eir application blanks printed 
until they receive the form s from the 
State Board of H ealth. 
It is certain 
to take tw o or three days, a t least, to 
put county clerks in a position to issue 
licenses legally under the new law . 
The S tate Board of H ealth recog­ 
nizes the difficulty and adm its it» in 
ab ility to offer relief for couples d e sir­ 
ing licenses in th a t tim e. 
The m em ­ 
bers can onlv suggest th a t licenses be 
procured before the day the new law 
takes effect. 
Section 2 of the new m arriage law 
reads as follow s : 
*' A pplications for license to m arry 
shall 
be 
uniform 
throughout

S tate, and it is hereby m ade the d uty | 
of the S tate Board of H ealth to fnrnish I 
a form therefore]to the several clerks a t i 
once opon the approval of this act ; I 
Provided, th a t said S tate Board of I 
H ealth m ay revise said form s so tnr- 
uished from tim e to tim e as m ay be 
ad visab le.”

New York. April 8.—Fresh from his 
trium ph in the recent m unicipal elec­ 
tion. Mayor-ej ct Edward F. Dunne of 
C h icago carre to New York yesterday 
and last night addressed a large m eet­ 
ing in cooper Union under the aus­ 
pices 
of 
the 
M unicipal 
Ownership 
League of this city. 
He told how he 
expected to carry out his pledges made 
in his recent cam paign in Chicago to 
attain m unicipal ow nership, of the 
benefits, as he conceived them , of this 
city control of public utilities, and 
closed with congratulations to the lo­ 
cal league on being pioneers in the 
movement in New York.. 
Judge Dunne said: 
“In my judg­ 
m ent. in the second year of my term 
we will have real m unicipal ow nership 
in Chicago.” 
Asked what tactics would be used 
In acquiring control of the railways, 
he replied: 
“If It cannot be done by 
fair and just bargaining, we will be 
compelled to resort to the courts for 
condem nation proceedings, and they 
will be compelled to surrender the 
utilities for the price that will be 
named in the verdict. 
"If within a reasonable length of 
tim e after the trial, verdict and judg­ 
m ent, th? railroad corporations do not 
surrender the utilities, the people of 
Chicago will confiscate th eir property, 
run it In th eir own interest, and the 
railroad corporations can resort to the 
court of appeals, but in the m eantim e 
the people will have possession. 
"T here arc thirty-tw o Dem ocrats in 
the common conned and thirty-eight 
Republicans. 
Six of the latter have 
openly declared them selves as favora­ 
ble to my policy, so I shall have the 
m ajority. 
The forces of corruption 
in the city of Chicago are on the run 
and Chicago has set an exam ple for 
every other city In the country. 
"Before long Chicago will not only 
have governm ent railw ays, hut will op­ 
erate its own telegraph and telephone 
system*- « "d sooner or later every pub 
i!c utility."
